{HE capture ot Jernsalem illumines with the picturesque the grim 
battlehelds of the world. By its vivid light we can see great new 


hopes arising for mankind, old systems disestablished, and still older - 


polities recalled to power. In its illumination war-worn Europe can 
perhaps discern the finger of destiny beekoning the nations to look for 
the hope of a brighter future to the ancient land in which so many of 
the regenerative impulses of the world have been born. Indeed, 
the surrender of the city carries a message of good cheer 
lor all mankind—and a heartening inspiration above all to the 
people who for 2,000 years have clung with unfailing love to all that 
Jerusalem typ’hed for them. By a wonderful coincidence the surrender 
took place on the anniversary of the victory of the Maccabees. 
‘The ideals of those Jewish heroes—liberty for small peoples, the mastery 
of right over evil, and the cleansing of the human heart from the worsbip 
of talse gods—are now re-consecrated tor us afresh. Britain—the 
greatest Christian and Moslem Power—has, by this conquest and the 
memorable Declaration as to a Jewish Palestine, become, as has been 
observed, also the greatest Jewish Power. That thought will hearten 
apd encourage those thousands cf our sons who are doing battle for the 
eternal principles that make up the causes for which this country and 
her Allies are fighting. When first the war broke out the JewisH 
CHRONICLE pledged to England the devoted affection and service of 
jewry. “ England,” we declared, “ has been all she could be to Jews ; 
Jews will be all they can be to England.” That pledge has, in both its 
aspects, been faithfully kept, and to-day, in the light of the epoch-making 
events in Palestine and the Declaration that heralded them, we renew 
that promise with re-doubled fervour and intensified purpose. Jews will 
remain faithful to it, however searching may be the sacrifice needed, to 
the end that in the world-strnggle victory and enduring peace shall 
crown the country’s strivings, wiping away the manifold sorrows that it 
has borne and which, alas! are inseparable from a cruel and devastating 
war, 


An Echo. 


Tue great meeting at the London Opera House to welcome the Govern- 
ment Declaration found a worthy echo in the remarkable gathering 
which assembled for the same purpose at Manchester last Sunday. One 
of the finest aspects of thesé meetings is the enthusiasm they display— 
such enthusiasm as has not stimulated Jewry in all the long years of the 
Diaspora. If Zionism had done nothing else than give to Jewry a 
new ardour, it would have achieved a monumental purpose. The 
Manchester gathering, however, was notable not only for the Jews 
who atiended it, but for the distinguished Christian friends who were 
present—high-minded men like Sir MARK SYKES, the MAYOR OF 
SALFORD, and Sir Danict McCabe. The steady goodwill and help of 
such friends of our people have been a happiness and a pride to their 
Jewish fellow-citizens. Sir MARK warned his hearers of the fears that 
were harboured by the Arab population. It was a warning which will be 
taken to heart. But we may say with confidence that it will-be the first 
aim of Jews who inhabit the National Home to live in a spirit of absolute 
brotherhood with their Arab and Armenian neighbours, and we submit 
that the relations that have subsisted between the Arabs and the Pales- 
tinian colonists are some earnest of this. Any ‘other policy—even if 
Jewish feeling approved it—could only spell the irretrievable failure of the 
whole Zionist idea. It would be contrary to the spirit of Judaism; 
and, indeed, we may take it as an axiom of Jewish policy that, in the words 

of Sir STUART Samvet, ‘‘ Jews desire to live in peace and amity” with 
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Arab and Armenian alike. Let us also punctuate and underline Sir 
MARK’S reassuring word to Jewish doubters: “ No British Jew would be 
less British because he could look at the cradle of his race with pride and 
at the religious centre of his faith with happiness and reverence.” In the 
light of that worthy interpretation of the facts, based, as it is, on the 
words of the Governmént Declaration itself, there is no valid reason 
why Jewe should not go forward in this matter in complete unity. 


For a Conference. 


We publish in anothercolamn the address which Sir LionreL ABRATTANS 
delivered to the Maccabeans, on the proposal to call an Avglo-Jewish 
Conference for the purpose of bringing about general co-operation in the 
Community on the basis of the Government Palestife Declaration. The 
speech is a measured, reasoned, practical deliverance, and we bespeak for 
it the earnest and sympathetic attention of the Community. In our 
belief the policy which Sir Lioner and the Committee of the Maccabeans 
recommend—and which was approved in principle by the general 
meeting of members—is not only the only policy worthy of the Jews 
of this country in the presence of the rare opportunities and moral 
and patriotic obligations of to-day; it is also a course of action which 
the overwhelming mass of the Community would heartily endorse. Wa: 
do not believe that there is any desire for a schism in English 


Jewry. We believe. on the contrary, that there is a strong longing for 
the Community to take up the Government Declaration in a worthy spirit, 
and to make the very best of it for Jewish and general interests alike. The 
Maccabeans have never put their hand to better work, and. .everybody 
will wish them God-speed in the task upon which they have, with 
publie spirit, embarked.

The League of British Jews. 
IN a} 


‘ote of the Week in our last issue we ventured to invite some 


authorised spokesman of the League of British Jews to reply to a few 
pointed questions as to the aims of that particular movement. There 
has, up to the moment of writing, virtually been no response to that 
challenge or we cannot regard that supplied by the Hon. Secretary 
in the course of a letter from him, which we print elsew! 
intended as a serious reply, or as otherwise than merely a paltering with 
the subject. But from a different quarter comes an answering note, 
and a knight of the pen has taken up the questions. Much 
however, as we appreciate the doughty warrior in pyestion, 
bas, we regret, by no means. satisfied otr ques- 


tionings. We asked, for instance, whether the offer of the League to 
facilitate the settlement of Jews in’ Palestine indicated any intention to 
support the Zionist movement. To that “ Diarisr” retorts that it all 
depends on what the Zionist movement is. Then the League is wiling to 
help Jews to migrate to Palestine, though in doubt as tothe objects ot the 
Zionist movement, which must, to a large extent, mould the fnture cf 
Palestine! This were surely for the league to act in a strange 
way: for it might possibly mean. that it was actually helping British 
Jews to become Jews unhyphenated. We also ventured’ to ask 
who is attacking the civil and political status of British Jews, 
which the League has gallantly set out to defend. ~ Diakist”’ answers: 
The Morning Post, The New Witness, Mr. Maxset, Mr. CiiestTerron, 
and the rest.” That is clearly no reply to our question, though we are 
glad that Nationalists are not named as the assailants, much as they 
have been hinted at, notably by our correspondent himself. But we put 
it to * Dianist” that if it is necessary to reply to the critics named, the 
Board of Deputies is the right body to do it, and that, in any case, the 
assaults from the direction indicated are not so formidable as to require 
a specially provided organisation for the purpose of dealing with them. 


“ British and Foreign.” 

Tuat brings us to our final question, which was: how does the intention 
of the League to uphold the status of British Jews differentiate it. from 
the Board of Deputies, which bas been doing this work for 150 years? 
The reply of “ Dianist” apparently is that the aims of the two bodies 
are identical, but that their constituencies are diiferent, seeing 
that the League is elected exclusively by the votes of British-born Jews; 
or of the foreign-born Jews naturalised as British, whereas the Board's 
constituency is Jewish. « That, again, is not an answer to our question; 
but it is none the less a suggestion thoroughly mischievous, because it ts 
disruptive in character, and one which, if acted upon as proposed, 
threalens completely our corporate existence as a community. In 
all the practice of the Jews of this country, ever since ihe days of the 
Commonwealth, the phrase “ British Jews” has been wisely 


interpreted to comprise all Jews living in Britain. But if the- 


narrowing definition of “D1arist” were adopted, a wedge would 
be driven between British and the foreign-born bretbren in this 
country, every encouragement would be given to the separatist ten- 
dencies which are such a disquieting feature of our community, and an 
altogether vicious and meaningless distinction set up between Jew and 
Jew. 


The League and the Board. 


Mr. ERNEST FRANKLIN, in the letter he sends us this week, we .are sotry 
to observe—having regard to the family traditions which he inherits— 
adopts this separatist principle, which is really an emanation of the shallow 
andanemic Judaism associated with the extreme left wing of our Community, 
and is foreign to the robust intefpretation of our faith with which his 
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name has been so long associated in Anglo-Jewry. The section to which 
we allude would, of course, delight in nothing so much as the disruption of 
what religious organisation there is in the Community, and the consequent 
damage that would ensue to traditional Judaism in this country. That 
has always been its policy, and doubtless they are exploiting the 
disagreements that for the moment prevail for their particular purposes. 
The zeal with which they are fishing, in the troubled waters they busily stir 
up, is characteristic. Mr. FRANKLIN, however, takes no account of the 
effect of the policy he advocates upon the religious life of Anglo 
Jewry. He appears to be concerned with a more secular 
consideration, and seems to look upon the League as a body designed 
to replace the Board of Deputies, unless the Board is in the future 
elected on the exclusive British basis of the League. That would include 
foreigners naturalised here, however recently and whatever their origin, 
while ruling out any Jew who was brought here as an infant, was 
educated in this country, and to all intents and purposes was FE nglish. 
That. however, would, sooner or later, mean, too, the existence side by side 
of two Boards, one for the native and the other for the foreigner, 
But there are scores of matters that arise which directly affect only the 
foreign-born Jew. Not having been elected by these people, the © British ” 
foard could not intervene effectually in regard to them, and would not, 
we suppose, wish to act for “ foreign" Jews. But, assuming a Board of 
Deputies elected upon Mr FRANKLIN'S illiberal franchise, what sort of 
Foard would tbat be which was thus necessarily excluded from many 
of the leading controversies of the day, because they did not- directly 
or exclusively. attect British Jews? 


An Unworthy Spirit. 

We strongly urge our correspondents, and the League of British Jews, to 
put away such idle heresies, if these correspondents have interpreted 
the League's purposes aright. For the proposals are contrary to 


Jewish traditional policy. They must be disastrous in their 
efiect to the whole Community, and Mm the end they 
must recoil with the gravest results on the heads of those 
who are so short-sighted and misguided as to toy with them. 
The weighty letter from a distinguished corrrespondent who signs 


himself “ Hinent” and which 
arguments. 
The imperious need of Anglo-Jewry is unity,.and those who clamour 
for disunion are doing the Community a disservice which, if their perilous 
counsels shou'd prevail—and of the practicabilily of setting various 
sections of Jews in, as it were, water-tight. compartments, we 
have much doubt—-they would one day be the first to lament. (ne 
word more. Such a policy, as adumbrated by our correspondents, further, 
is not British. It is not the British way when suffering defeat. as these 
gentlemen and their friends did in regard to the anti-Zionist Manifesto, 
to run away and refuse to play; and we believe that that is the real motive 
of ‘ls desire to separate from theirfellow-Jews. Solong as they coulddictate 
the policy of the Board andthe Community we heard nothing from them 
about the separation of Foreign Jews and Brilish. We heard nothing of 
the sort when these very men who now call for separation between 
Eoglish and Foreign Jews were wooing those whom they would 
now place under the latter category, in the Jewish National Union under 
the «gis of Mr. LuctgEN Wotr. Then all were brethren and Israel was 
one. Here, in fact then, we bave an example not of British spirit butof the 
worst spirit of the Ghetto, with its fatal disposition to sectional segrega 
tion ; in short, an altogether unworthy exhibition of petty spite and ill- 
temper. We hope that, upon consideration, better counsels will prevail. 
These are not times when the Ccnimunity should be subjected to an 
exhibition of tantrums or compelled to suffer its effect at the hand of 
men who for years have been looked upon as its trusted leaders. 


Distributing Jewish Literature. 

THe Society for the Distribution of Jewish Literature held its first annual 
meeting on Wednesday, and had an excellent report to make of ils year's 
work. The Society hasas its mission—as its name implies—to spread 
among Jews the splendid literary treasures which are of the best of their 
inberitance, but to which so many are strangers. Heaven knows there 
is “ need enough nowadays to fortify, in one of the most effective ways 
open to us—the distribution of literature—the failing religious spirit, to 
make our young men and women understand what Judaism really is, and 
what Jewish history stands for in the world.” There is, indeed, no more 
vital and urgent work ready to our hand to-day, and too much cannot 
be said for the public spirit of the ladies who have undertaken it. 
in pursuit of their task they have opened ia the East End a most 
successful Free Jewish Reading Room, and this, we hope, is but the first 


appears in our present issue, contains 


of a whole series of such efforts, launched not cnly in the East End, but 


in many other parts of London. With characteristic iasight, too, the 
Society has now added a Children’s Corner to their Reading 
Room, and large numbers of eager little ones flock thither to 
take advantage of the good things it provides. Cou'd anything 
be better calculated to serve the interests of our Community than 
this stimulating of interest in their faith among the young generation at 
their most impressionable age? This is real, holy work indeed, A 
Children’s East End Library League has been formed, whose members 
promise to contribute at least one book yearly for the children of East 


London. The idea is a happy inspiration ; -in fact the whole movement 


deserves the enthusiastic backing of the Community, and it is to be hoped 


that it will receive it unstintedly.

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The Closing of the Borough Schools. 


letter which Mr. 
F.R.I.B.A., sent us recently concerning the threatened 
closing of the Borough Jewish Schools. Mr. SOLOMON says that the 
question involved is one of policy, and not one of raising a comparatively 
paltry sum for the purpose of religious instruction in the schools. Are 
Jews content to “give up the advantage of having centres where Hebrew 
and religion are taught at small expense?" To that question there 
must, in our opinion, be only one reply. These Jewish educational centres 
were never more vital to our Community than now. The de judaising 
influences surrounding us on all hands are numerous and powerfu! 
enough, Heaven knows '—-but they are particularly potent in the sphere 
of education. Tothose who are acquainted with the positively disloyal 
practices at work, in certain circles—disloyal, we mean, in the Jewish sense 
~—the situation and the prospects are disquieting in the extreme. What 
a mistake would it not be then to abolish an oasis in a veritable desert of 
indifference, such as these Jewish schools in the Borough. The great 
outstanding merit of these institutions is that they rear the rising genera. 
tion in an all-day and every-day Jewish environment, and that during the 
most impressionable years of their life. That is a priceless advantage 
which we should not readily let go, and we trust that the Borough Schools 
will quickly receive-the annual. subscriptions which,as the price of their 
existence, they are asking of the Community. 


An Overdue Debt. 


We ask our readers’ special attention to the influential appeal which was 
made in our columns last week on behalf of the East London Nursing 
Society, of which H.R.H, Princess CuRIsTIANis President. This Society 
provides trained nurses for the sick poorin their own homes, without regard 
to race or creed, and has in this way proved to bé a profound blessing to 
thousands of people during its many years of work. One particular 
reason for soliciting Jewish support is that doring the past few years the 
proportion of Jewish cases has reached ‘nearly one-fourth of the total. 
The writers of the appeal think, we believe rightly, that if this fact be 
brought hone to the Jewish public the Community will take pride ia dis. 
charging a debt long overdue, After all, if the Society had not nursed 
those sick Jews and Jewesses the burden of expense and labour must 
have fallen upon Jewish shoulders, and it never has been, and, we hope, 
never will be, the practice of our Community to leave its charitable 
obligations to be discharged by its Christian fellow-cilizeps. The sum 
asked for is at least one quarter of the sum of £5,000, for which the 
-President appeals. It is rot a very heavy demand, and ubless our belief 
in jewish right sense and xind.- bearleduess is mistaken the money will 
vety be found.

THE CITY 


—And Its Peop'e. 


HERE are happenings which, like the sudden burst of sunshine, 
dim the eyes from seeing all other objects. Such a one is the 
passing of Jerusalem from Turk to Briton. For all the world, 
and those who inhabit it, it is an event of first-class importance. 

It is one of those occurrences which, view it how we will, invest it with 

what we will of conception, idealism, fact, yet is bound to strike us as 

bearing within it more than we can contemplate. But for us Jews, the 

. ssifg of Jerusalem—as it has well been termed—holds a tremendous 

cgnificance. It means the passing of the hope of the Jew. of the citadel of 

+3 aspirations throughout the ages, from the sway of Moslein to that of 

Christian, And the Government Declaration concerning Palestine, 

from which—in the eyes of Jews at least—the event cannot be 

dissociated, makes us realise that the transfer was not merely 
from Moslem to Christian, but, in large measure, to the Jew. 
fhe promise of Britain's support in the promotion of a National Home in 

Palestine for our people thus lends to the passing of Jerusalem a Jewish 

import, the extent of which, however appreciated, must yet be greater than 

the most imaginative sympathy can conceive. 


UT, let it be confessed, that with all the jubilation and congratulation, 
with the massed meetings and the fervent oratory, with the stirring 
«peeches and the trumpet-note resolutions, with the invocations to Heaven 
and to mankind, with the cheers and the applause, with the ovations and 
ihe singing and the joying, with the note of triumph and the shout of victory, 
there still remains something of doubt as to whether Jews are clever enough, 
are loyal enongh, are trne-spirited enough to gather the fruits that are 
hanging at their hands for the picking. We cannot but question whether 
the fall harvest will be garnered by Jews of the concatenation of events, 
that has bronght almost to their very lap the guerdon for which through 
twenty ceutaries they have declared themselves to be striving. Can we 
be sure that the evil canker of national careless supineness, of materialism 
so complete that even the spiritual within them they cannot appreciate 
unless it be materialised, which history shows has seized and doomed more 
than one people, bas not done its deadly work among the Jews? Yet we 
have subsisted, our history notwithstanding, for two thousand years. True, 
, but, after all, the miracle of our having been preserved and kept alive as a 
people may. be traceable, not to our virtues but to our failings and our 
misfortunes. After all, are we sure that we have not preserved our 
nationality because external pressure has compelled us to, on the one hand, 
and on the other, superstition rather than reason—a dread of the unknown 
rather than an appreciation of the known? These have warred against 
our merging amid the environments which, not always in turn, but some- 
times simultaneously, both repelled and attracted them. What national 
force, when we eliminate from our estimate all other forces that have 
succeeded in keeping us a separate people, have we left for setting about 
the founding of a Jewish Nation? Can we be certain that the spirit of 
nationality—of Jewish nationality—is sufficiently strong in the Jew as, when 
tested, to constitute a claim to Jewish nationhood upon the great nations of 
the world? Are we sure that the Jewish people has so remembered 
Jerusalem; and has so set it above its chief joy, that the right hand of Jews 
has not lost its power ? 


AR beit from me to wish to damp enthusiasm or to rob the Jewish 
National Movement, either in its organised aspect or in its very much 
larger individual view-paint, of the Jewish National sentiment whicb, some. 
times even unconsciously, resides in the hearts of Jews. Nothing could 
be further from my desire than to depreciate, either in quality or extent, 
the fine sentiment to which the movement owes its being and from which 
it draws its life. My anxiety is in a diametrically opposite direction. It 
is the desire, earnest, sincere, whole-hearted. and intense not to see this 
movement which interprets—at least to the present writer's mind—Judaism 
in its very finest, highest conception, which is sufficient in itself to justify 
the existence of the Jewish people, end for our generation and for our time 
in the smoke and flame of a fiery propaganda, or evaporate in the 
steam of boiling enthusiasm. All these demonstrations, all these 
manifestations are useless unless they succeed in leading-to the rea! 
and true objective of the Movement. They are a mere waste of time and 
energy, of thonght and money, unless they accomplish the object which they 
purport to promote, and if, in the result, all that comes is a halting make. 
believe or a mere pretty, though vain, conceit. That must appear as a 
singularly obvious statement. But it is a necessary one. For it is to be 
feared that the means are often mistaken for the end and the methods for 
the purpose, and that the end and the purpose tend to become confused 
with the means and the methods in those who are so busily engaged upon 
them that they do not allow themselves to contemplate end or purpose. 


Is there no room for anxiety and doubt? What has been the effect of 

the Government Declaration, not upon meetings of enthusiasts, not 
upon gatherings of those with hearts and minds bent upon the Jewish 
National Movement? What has been the effect, let us ask ourselves, upon 
the average Jew in the street, in every-day life, in social circles, on the 
Jews one meets in private converse ? What has been the response to that 
epoch-making event, the passing of Jerusalem from Turk to Briton, pre- 
luded as it was by the cornet-tones proclaiming the time at hand for the 
National émancipation of our people? One meets the average Jew, and he 
treats the whole matter with a sneering joke. He is going to Palestine— 
“ Oh, yes, I think so !—with a return ticket!" Or he likes ~ the Pictures” 
in London rather better than.on the banks of the Jordan, or, again, he has 
net gone “ meshugah—yet.” A more serious and less flippant observation 
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would assure us that these Jewish aspirations centering in Palestine are al 
very well for “ cranks,” or alternatively, for “foreign” Jews. And if we 
turn to a more responsible class of coreligionist, we are deluged with argu- 
ments-—the most absurd of them rendered in the most serious sfyle— 
religious, economic, political—anything, any plea that will serve their being 
left undisturbed amidst the flesh-pots of Egypt. This is the sort of thing that 
greets us in so many places; in quarters, for instance, that retail with relish the 
story ascribed to some joking parson of the Jewish persuasion. He met aman 
the other day,"“—a Christian, you know,”’—and the latter asked him, " Well, 
when are you going to return to Palestine ?" “ And. when are you going 
back to prison?” came the quick response. ‘To prison ?"’ asked the 
Christian, 1 bave never been there!” ‘ Neither have | been to Pales- 
tine’ was the Jewish minister's withering (') response. The wretched anec 

dote isrecorded here with a sense of keen disgust. But it is useful as illustra- 
ting the spirit of a people in which such execrable badinage can find birth 
and be repeated, as this one has been recently among us Jews, with gusto! 
Ther: is no need to extend the catalogue. Turn away from meetings of 
Zionist enthusiasts, from the devoted band who would rather that their 
right band should lose its power than that they should forget Jerusalem, to 
Jewish " villadom,” to the “At Homes” and card gatherings, to the 
boarding houses, to the mart and the market where Jews do congregate. 
Note the conversation, if it happen to turn upon the Government Declara 

tion or upon the latest British victory in Palestine; and then, if your mind 
and heart be imbued to the least extent with the great ideals of our people 
and you are thrilled with elation as yon think that, after two thousand years 
of unparalleled suff ring, the hope and the aspiration to which our Jews 
have clung is at last within their reach, you must turn away with a sigh— 
unless «juite aptly you exclaim: “ Oh, Jerusalem!” 


Is it any wonder tbat our boast of being a peculiar people is translated 

by other folk in a manner far foreign to the term, as we employ it? 
Peculiar?" said a distinguished non-Jew to me a few days ago. hat 
IS a ridiculous under-statement. 1 mixed,” he went on, “ with the Peculiar 
People some time ago, and they, with all their antics—moral and phystcal— 
were not a circumstance when compared with you Jews. I have always 
respected and liked the Jews,” be continned; “that was the tradition in 
which I was nurtured. My complaint is that, try as 1! will, I 
Cannot understand you, and | have never met anyone who doer.” 
Well, it may be—and I will end on a note of comfort and self-consolation- 
—that herein—here, just in our weakness—lies our strength. It may be that 
we are a peculiar people, not merely in character, not merely in ovr 
relation to a Divine purpose, but that we are peculiar, inasmuch as we are 
the eternal paradox of the world. With any other people, it could not 
be so; but with Jews it may be that exactly becanse the National spirit is 
not general among us, that because it is the prized possession of the 
few, therefére its strength is so unassailable; that two thousand years of 
degradation have not been able to overcome it, and that it will survive the 
cankerous evil that now besets it in its own house. It is the remuant of 
our people—and not our people--that has ever been the salvatica 
of the Jew. 


I" is not, therefore. for nothing that in the most solemn moment of all the 
year we pray, not for the House of Israel, but for the remnant of 


Israel. For we have nothing to fear—if the remnant but be true and 
sound. We can laugh at the ribald jokers—clerical as well as lay—at the 
rich and prosperous Jeshuruns, grown fat and kicking... We can 
regard their squirmings and wrigglings with amuseme.t, where 


they do not evoke from us pity for them. Beeause we know that bistory— 
Jewish history—has written against them the dvom of impotence. But let 
us be sure of this—that we keep for the-cause of Judaisim and for the 
cause of the Jewish people—the remnant of Israel. Let us be sure that 
that remnant remains, despite all temptation and all d:sconrage~ent, 
sound and leyal and true.

Employment of Aliens. 
--— 


In the House of Commons, on Monday, Mr. Beck (Secretary, National 
Service Department) said that a committee was established by Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain under the name of the Foreigners’ Committee for National Service. 
This committee had been dissolved, but an Advisory Committee was being formed 
to assist the branch of the Ministry of National Service dealing with the employ- 
ment of aliens. Lerd Burnham bad consented to act as chairman of this com- 
mittee, which. would consist of the following members: Sir Herbert Morgan, 
Major Lionel de Rothschild, M. Coudurier de Chassaigne, Mr. Peter Kalli, Mr. Van 
der Veer, Mr. Gordon Selfridge, together with representatives of the Government 
departments concerned.

The Pogroms in Russia. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] PETROGRAD. 


A grave pogrom took place at Slavuta (Voblynia) daring which the Black 
vang, deserters, and Bolsheviks laid shops and numerous houses in ruins, Many 
Jews were beaten and several Jewesses were dishonoured. 

At Kharkoff, the Jewish members of the Manicipality.strangly protested 
against the revival of the pogroms under the banner of free Kussia. They 
described with deep horror the scenes of the recent rioting. The Christan 
members joined with their Jewish colleagues in deploring the pogrom and the 
murder of a Jew, and undertook to appeal to the inhabitants to abandon national 
hatred and establish good relations among ali citizens. In response tovan appeal 
made by the Rabbis, the Commander of the troops at Kharkoff posted guards at 
the Jewish burial ground, in order to prevent the Bolsheviks and deserters from 
molesting funerals on the plea that Jews bury there hidden stores. 

At Odessa, the ill-feeling produced by the anti-Jewish agitation led to serious 
fighting between the Jewish and Christian pupils at the Gymnasium. The Jews, 
as in the days of ex-Tsar N:cholas, were greeted with cries: beat the £ 2:di.” 
All appeals to the revolutionary sentiments of free Russia proved in vain. 

Voznesensk was also the scene of grave rioting. Bolsheviks and Black 
Hundreds co-operated in looting shops and houses and in beating Jews. 
Thousazds of our coreligionists left the town and took refuge in the neighbour 
ing cities 

In spite of the counter agitation of the Bolsheviks, the Jewish soldiers in 
many towns organised themselves to defend their brethren against pogroms. The 
Bolsheviks are anxious that the work of defending the Jews should be left only to 
the general Councils of Workmen, but the Jewish soldiers no longer trust these 
bodies and their methods of eradicating the pogrom evils by peaceful persuasion 
and appeals to a mob determined to steal and destroy. The wast number of 
rioters, consisting of deserters, suspicious characters, and bew:ldered individuals 
is utterly unable to grasp the phraseology and lofty appeals in poetic language 
addressed to them by idealist agitators and dreamers. The ignorance of the mob 
is sO great that it often interprets the very proclamations against pogronts as 
orders-to continue them, 


Jews and the Bolsheviki. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) PETROGRAD. 

The Jewish Press, the Jewish leaders, and the Jewish masses are full of 
indignation against the Bolsbeviki for their attitude in regard to the pogrom, but 
they are helpless. However, in all towns where the Jewish vote is appreciable it 
is going against the Bolsheviki and in favour of Jewish candidates selected. to 
represent purely Jewish interests or for the parties of law and order. There is 
certainly little chance for Bolshevik efforts among the Jews in the numerous ¢ities 
which were recently the scenes of pogroms. 

Expecting as they do a severe indictment of their misrule by the Jewish 
members in the Constituent Assembly in connection with the recent pogroms, the 
Bolshevik: are trying to discredit our brethren by styling them “ Cadets” and 
““Shopkeepers,” and by pointing to the pro-war end pro-Ally lead of Senator 
Vinaver, M. Gotz, and other Jewish notables among the Cadet and Moderate 
Socialist leaders. On the other band, the Black Hundreds are trying to sow ill- 
feeling against us among the parties of law and order by singling out a few 
Bolsheviki of Jewish origin. None of those Bolsheviki leaders idemtify themselves 
with the Jews and their movements. They are either converted to Christianity or 
are Atheists. They have given up their Jewish-sounding names, and care very 
little when Jewish shopkeepers are robbed. Some of them were even identified« 
with efforts to organise a blood libel to stir up the mob. The Jews, as such, bave

Sir,—In the CHRONICLE dated 22nd November, 1917, the article 
headed “M. Clémenceau and the Rumanian Jews,’ gives an account of an open 
letter printed in the Swenska Dagblaict by Chief Kabbi Dr. Ehbrenpreis. In 
this letter the Rabbi requires from MM. Clémenceau and Pichon that Rumania 
should be forced to fulfil its obligations to the Jews “at a time when the position 
of the Jews in Rumania is worse ‘han ever!” 

l wholly sympathise with the Jewish people in its secolar martyrdom. | 
count many intellectuals, merchants, and workmen. among the Jews in Rumania 
as my best friends. 1 am amember of a party in whose programme is included 
fullepolitical rights to every Jew born in Rumania. Thus | am entitled to speak 
as a friend of the Jews of my country. 

Believe me, Sir, the worst thing that can be done forthe Rumanian Jews is 
that such a propaganda should be begun, and that such an unfriendly attitude 
towards Rumania, their country, should be adopted by the Jews from outside... A. 
Rumanian proverb used by the Jews says: “Take care, Lord, of my friends; 1 
myself take care of my enemies.” That is exactly their case. Only the Jews 
of Rumani> are entitled to speak. I have spoken with them and they say 
good patriots-as they are:—" Worse than ever” certainly we are; but worse 
worse than ever, and even worse than ours is the position of all the unfortunate 
Rumanians. Their country lies bleeding under the most difficult and terrible 
conditions: by famine and disease nearly one million inhabitants died last winter 
worse famine and disease are in prospect for this winter. Isolated and without 
any«help from her nearest Ally, Russia, after Lenin's and Trotzky's 
betrayal, she does not know-what ‘the future bas in store for her sons. Whils; 
such calamities are crashing her, is it not accuel irony that instead of sympathy 
and.real help, a religious chief sends complaints. and curses to them and to the 
country which.they love, because they were boro-and bave lived in it ! 


‘No, Sir, the jews of Rumama, who. never have been persecuted either by . 


pogroms or by race-hatred, which are unknown in Rumania, fight and suffers 
equally with the Rumanian peasants, and what they ask of their 
coreligionists is that they should be kind enough not to alienate from them by 
their attitude the real sympathy which the Rumanian people always have had 
for them. They require belp. in the form cf food and clothing, not discussion 
which helps the enemies of the Rumaman people engaged in this terrible 
struggle for their liberation. Believe me, the present situation of the Jews in 
Rumania is due also to the Germans, who, in exchange for the Strassburg Con- 
cession, allowed the past generation of politicians in Rumania to neglect the fulfil. 
ment of Article 44 of the Treaty of Berlin. I would remind Rabbi Ehrenpreis 
that even on the Sabbath one is commanded to take a sheep from out the pit inio 
which it has fallen and keep the Sabbath afterwards.

RUSSO-JEWS DEPENDENTS 

In reporting on further correspondence, regarding families of the Russians 
who have teft ander the conventions between the English and the Russian 
Governments, the PRESIDENT said that at the last meeting of the Board he gave 
an account of the action which had been taken in connection with the families 
of those Russians who elected to return to Russia. They gathered afterwards 
that the Itussian Government was itself going to make weekly grants to the 
dependent families, and the arrangements contemplated in the correspondence 
with the Local Government Board bad been abandoned. It seemed to the 
honorary Officers that the scale of allowances might in some cases prove inade- 
quate, the Board therefore placed its views before the Government Department 
which could most usefully intervene. The views advanced by the Board, he 
(Mc. Coleen) was glad to say, were accepted, and action was taken in the proper 
quarter to suggest the necessary remedial measures. These steps were initiated 
prior to the attacks made upon the Board in the Press and upon the platiorm. 
However, the position had now undergone a change, the Local Government 
Board having modified the previous arrangements.

The frst annual meeting of the Society was held on Wednesday at 2, Orme 
Court, the residence of Mrs Herbert Cohen. In the absence of Mrs. Charles 
Rothschild. (through the illness of her daughter), Mrs. HErspert Conkn, the 
President of the Society, presided 

In the course of her address Mrs. Courn said they of that society knowing 
that there was an ever-increasing demand for the teachings of Judaism asa spiritual 
force, dared not deny that demand. they felt most strongly that they must act 
immediately, and must rely on the women of Israe! not only for action, but to 
foster and spread with all their might the great ideals: of our faith. It was they 
who must now make it felt and understood that the greatest of all factors, the 
greatest of all powers, was the possession of a faith which is a living reality, 
That should be their privilege as women, and was one of the aims of the Society 
for which she hid the -honour of speaking. To the Society's Keading Room 
children came in their thousands ; they clamoured for religious stories, for tales of 
the heroes of the Ihible, and they loved to hear about ‘the symbols and the meaning 
of the festivals. Above all, the lesson must be instilled into the hearts of the 
children that if ever they became the possessors of Palesiine they must be worthy 
of that great national and historical realisation. Men and womef also came to 
the Reading Koom in large numbers asking for books on religious subjects, 
pamphlets, anything which would enlighten them about the real meaning of the 
Jewish faith, or tell them of the spiritual mission of the Jews.

They would never have allowed those great principles, hallowed to them 
alike as Jews and as Lnglish citizens, to go by the board even under the 
terrible strain and agony from which alas! so many of us are suffering 
in the death or maiming of those beloved by us. For they would have 
realised that even this war, and even, again, the bitter, bitter memories and 
sentiments that it has aroused, will intime past away ; while such principles 
as those that forbid the setting of enmity between human beings beca‘se 
of the accident of birth—the most unreasonable as the most common 
cause of ill-feeling in men—remain for ever. They would, on the contrary, 
have felt that. just in such strenuous days as those in which we are 
living is it the more necessary that people should be urged to cling the 
closer to those doctrines which, unless maintained, Civilisation itself— 
for the sake of which Britain and her Allies are bleeding—must perish : 
doctrines, too, which, if finally rejected, leave no place, because no hope, 
for the teachings which it is the mission of Israel on Laith to proclaim, 
and by example to enforce. i 

And as it is the Feast of Chanucab, may I, in obedience to tradition, 
venture to place before these gentlemen of the League a word of warning 
drawn from the Purim Book of Esther. That scroll tells of a time when 
Jews were in dire peril from the machinations of an enemy who railed at 
our segregation from the people among whom we dwelt and accused us 
of disloyalty, just as do the haters of our people to-day. And it cannot 
be doubted that there were in those days Persian Jews who conceived 
allthe evil that had come upon them, and which culminated in the devices 
of Prime Minister Haman, as caused by those Jews who would not deem 
themselves Persians like other Persians— Jews who, like Mordecai, gloried 
in nothing so much asin being “ only a Jew.” The story is too well known 
to necessitate my pointing the moral of it here and showing which cou- 
ception of the position of the Jew, Mordecai's or that of the Persians 
of the Jewish persuasion, was the right and, indeed, the safe one. But 
1 should like to direct the members, and especially the promoters, of 
the League to the adjuration of the Jew Mordecai to his cousin who 
had not yet shown her kindred. nor her people.” His words ring true 
and they are apt. ‘ Think not with thyself,” he said, “that thou shalt 
escape in the king’s house, more than all the Jews! For if thou alto- 
gether holdest thy peace at this time then shall there enlargement ard 
deliverance arise to the Jews from another place; but thou and thy 
father’s house shall be destroyed: and who knoweth whether thou art 
come to the kingdom for just such a time as this?” 

The warning involved in these words was a true one then; it isa 
true one in present circumstances here in this country. It will remain 
for ever true, wherever and whenever Jews think to seek convenience 
and comfort and security by separating and hiding themselves from their 
own flesh and blood.

For instance, removal should not disfranchise 
electors. Certain “ dues * would have to be paid by electors, but these would, of 
course, be far smaller than those to be paid to obtain asynagogue vote. However,

themselves “Britishers of the Jewish Faith” or “Association of Englishmen, 
Scotsmen, Irishmen, Boers, Indians, etc., professing the Jewish Religion,” I 
should have understood the idea which the description was intended to convey: 
But “ British subjects professing the Jewish religion,” what does it mean’? What 
are the members of the League in a racial or ethnographical sense ? I asked. 
Even your contributor “ Diarist” admits that the term “ British subject” only 
denotes a political allegiance, and he explains the formula chosen by the founders 
of the League as meaning that “they are politically British subjects professing 
religiously the Jewish faith.”. Then what are they nationally’? Does your 
correspondent really mean to suggest that the Jews born or naturalised in Ireland 
are Irish by nationality, the Jews who live among the Boers are Loers, the Jews 
in India Hindus, and the Jews in Quebec French Canadians?

I am glad to learn that the new League has already refused membership to 
one who, born a Jew, no longer professes its faith, as it is considered “that to 
calla man a Jew who does not profess the Jewish religion is a contradiction 10 
terms.” But to profess the Jewish religion and not to practise it, to adhere

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to the Jewish faith and to defy Jewish law and Jewish tradition, to style oneself a 
Jew religiously and to live-a non-Jewish life—all this is a still greater 
contradiction in terms. The religious bonds (other than racial of 
national) that tie the head of the Federation of synagogues to the 
founder of the Liberal Synagogue are so slender and indefinable that one wonders 
what there is left of the Jewish religion, of Jewish law, and Jewish tcadiion, ihat 
both share and uphold in common.

State, Nationality, Nation. 


From Mr. E. H. LANGDON, 16, Oxford Street, Manchester 
TO Tre Emror.]} 

Sir,—At the present moment it may interest your ceaders if I send yon the 
definitions of a State, a Nationality, and a Nation, taken from my. netes of 
lectures delivered by Professor Ward (now Master of Peterhouse, Cambridge) 
when I was a student at Owens College, Manchester, in 1570. : 

“A State is a body of men united together for a common ‘purpose under a 
common government.” 

“ A Nationality is a body of men united by the common tie of race, shown in 
acommon language, and often in common customs; sometimes.in- a common 
religion.” 

“A Nation is a body of population, not necessarily one by language or 
descent at first, nor afterwards not necessarily under one State; .at-some point.or 
other, however, in whose existence political unity and unity of language have 
accomplished themselves. A Nation may be either or neither of .the two firs; 
mentioned bodies. It can include more States than one, or.parts of.Siaies. For 
instance, Austria is a State, the Jews a Nationality, the Engtish a Nation.” 

“* Nationalities ' may be gradually absorbed, ‘ States’ may be violently over- 
thrown, ‘Nations’ can only be uprooted, and their creation us the work of great 
historical forces.” 

“ History only accepts as Nations those who can aSsert themselves as such. 
To obtain. national unity we must have a general unity of descent, working in 
matural geographical limits. lor example, the English Nation arose in the limits 
of England and the adjoining islands, because a body of people coming from the 
same descent could assert themselves as one. The best means by which a nation 
can consolidate itself is by the rapid formation of one Nation into one State.”

The weakening of parental control noted in last year's report shows no improve- 
ment at present, and with the application of the Military Service Act to Russians 
resident here, affecting a large number of the fathers of our pupils, none can be looked 
for in the near future. Despite all the difficulties atteading the working of the schoo! 
under such conditions, the quality of the work in Hebrew and in English has remained 
unimpaired, both as to the instruction given during the day and also as to the recreative 
occupations provided by the Evening Play Centre. There is one very satisfactory 
feature of the year’s work calling for special note, and that is the maintenance of the 
high level of excellence in sports and pastimes reached by the p:pils. The inference 

‘that the conditions of war have been far from affecting adversely the physica) welfare of 
our children is very gratifying. The work in the Girls’ School has continued unimpaired 
in spite of the difficulties gccasioned by the events of the last year. In particular, note 
must be made of the experiments being carried out in the teaching of the subsormal 
children. Further means of keeping ia touch with the girls who have left schoo! has 
been provided by fitting up two club rooms, which are used one evening a week. The 
Schoel Magazine continues to be a useful feature of the school organisation. The 
inclusion of the Roll of Honour has been a feature of great interest to the old scholars 
now serving ia the King’s forces. The record shows that more tha. 1,000-former pupils 
have enlisted volun.arily. The year 1917 marks the first centenary of the School's 
foundation. Under other conditions no doubt this important occasion would have been 
fitly celebrated. It is h , however, that the time may soon arrive when it will not-be 
too late to mark in an uate form the completion of a century of educational wark 
among the jewish population of Loadon, of which the Committee believe the Com- 
munity has a right to be justly proud.

WAR VICTIMS’ RELIEF. 


RUSSO-JEWISH WAR PRISONERS’ FUND,--A meeting of the General Com 
mittee was held at 4, Corbet Court, under the presidency of Dr. D. Jochelman’ 
who said that the activities of the fund were not hampered by the present excep- 
tional circumstances, and were continued very smoothly. A report read by the 
Secretary stated that about 300 parcels were despatched fortnightly to various pr teaners 
in German and Austrian prison camps, and arrived in perfect order. The demané for 
parcels had lately greatly increased, but the fund could not at present comply with the 
demand, as there was great difficulty in obtaining permits. It was decidéd again toapproach 
the authorities to obtainthe necessary permits for the despatch of parcels. It wasalso 
decided to hold a concert in Brighton. A sub-committee was formed for this purpose. 
Mrs. J, L. Geffen agreed to take up the Treasurership of the Fund during the absence of 
her husband. It was decided to extend the activities of the Fund in regard to the 
despatch of books and clothing, and to approach the Ladies’ Section of the United 
Russian Committee to lend their he!p in collecting clothes for the prisoners. A special 
Committee for the collection of books was formed, consisting of Mr. L.. Pilichowsky, Dr. 
M. Behr, and Mr. A. M. Caizer. ‘The new prentises of the Fund are at 35, High Street,

In the course of a lengthy cross-examination by Mr. Willev. Dr. Abelsen 
admitted that he had been present in that court at a previcus hearing of a similar 
case, and had heard the evidence of the Rabbis of the Leeds Leth Din on this 
Occasion, in which they stated that they did not reccegnise the Chief Rabbi's 


authority He said that, unfortunately, the Leeds Beth D.n werein revolt agairst 
the parent body, but their deeds in this -respect did not coincide with their 
actions, as one of the Rabbis who made that declaration had, but recent vy, when 
affected on a vital question of bis own son, sought the Chief Rabbi's authority 
and ruling. uestioned on the certificate issued by the Leeds Beth Din on behalf 
of Cohen, the witness said that he would not accept that. as genuine, as unfor- 
tunately such certificates were being freely given by many of the foreign Rabb's 
in a spirit of sympathy for the class of man who was seeking to evade military 
service, rather than by knowledge of his qualifications and claims as a minister. 
In reply to further questions as to the method of the election and-appointment of 
Jewish ministers and rabbis, Dr. Abelson admitted that to seek the sanct on of 
the Chief Rabbi was more of a religious obligation than a legal one, and that a 
congregation could, if they were so d:sposed, appoint a minister withont acquaint- 
ing the Chief Rabbi. Asamatter of fact many such instances existed in their 
denomination. He was not prepared to say that in all such cases the men were 
not regular ministers, but the Chief Rabbi, having no jurisdiction over them, 
could not, as a rule, recognise their status. 

Ultimately the Magistrate intimated that he was prepared to hear any further 
evidence the prosecution could bring forward against the man's claim, and would, 
if requested, grant a further adjournment. The National Service Represeotative 
having intimated his inability to biing further evidence, Mr. Marshall held that 
Morris Cohen bad a position as a regular minister. His clam for exemption 
was therefore allowed. 


Jewish Historians. 


The fifth of the course of University Extension Lectures on Jewish Historians 
was delivered at Toynbee Hall], on Tuesday, when Mr. J. Mann, M.A., spoke on 
the “ Jewish Historians of the ‘iaonic Period.” Dr. Buchler presided, and 
introduced the lecturer as baving mace a special study of that period of Jewish 
History. Dealing chiefly with the historical work of the Gaonim and their 
schools, both in Babylon and Palestine, Mr. Mann said that they had unique oppor- 
tunities of obtaining first-hand information about the first and the contemporary 
history of the Jews in all the lands of their dispersion. They stood in correspond- 
ence with Jewry of almost every country, Yet no comprehensive work Zeserving 
the name of a history bad been produced during the whole of this period. To 
some exient that was due to the fact that owing to the dispersion of the Jews it 
became almost impossible to review their vicissitudes from a commen standpoint. 
But on the other hand it seemed that the interest for historiography as such was 
not developed in the Gaonic Schools. It was largely due to the laudabie 
“ inquisitiveness ” of cultured Jews in Spain and in North Africa, who, by their 
inquiries and penetrating questions bearing on history, gave the initiative to the 
Gaonim to attend to historiography. If they did not write history, they made 
history. They kept up the Jewish spirit by spreading Jewish knowledge, circula- 
ting the national literature, interpreting it, and encouraging its study all over the 
Diaspora,

THE JEWISH WOMAN. IT. 


" Rut the mother was marvellous above all, and worthy of honoweable memory for 
when she saw her seven sons slam within the space of cme day, she bare it with a good 
courage, because of the hope she had in the Lord.’'—? Maccabees. wii.. 

‘And the women are accu.tomed not to work while the lights are burning, because the 
miracle was effected through their agency.’ —Orach Chayim, Laws of Chinucah 670. 1 

It is a striking illustration of the place accorded to woman in the 
Jewish religion that both our minor feasts—Chanucah and Purim—cele 
. brate the worthy part which women took in defence of the Jewish cause. 
(jueen Esther is the Biblical heroine of the one, Hannah, chief among “ the 
women who had caused their children to be circumcised,” is the Apocryphal 
heroine of the other, Passover and Pentecost, too, eushrine the names of 
women whom Israel holds in grateful remembrance. Jewish story and Jewish 
observance combine to render honour to their imperishable deeds of virtue. 
Haanah is represented in the story of the Maccabees as being the mother 
of seven sons, whem she had trained in such absolute devotion to their 
faith that they were “ready to die rather than to tran sgress the laws of 
their fathers,” and proved their constancy by the cruel deaths to which 

they submitted. Thus Chanucah serves to remind us of the duty of 

THE JEWISH MOTHER 
to train up her children in the fear of God, in loyalty to Judaises. It is a 
duly which, in the past, whatever may be said of some present-day mothers, 
they never failed to discharge with a devotion that has become proverbial. 
Comparison is sometimes made between the influence of man and woman, 
and it ts debated which of them has had most influence in moulding the 
destinies of the race. It may be true that the women of Israel have 
produced no masterp‘eces in literature or in art, that ‘none of the greay 
inventions which have revolutionised the world are connected with 
their names. But they have done something far greater and better than 
all this, for it is at their knees that upright and virtuous men and women 
have been brought up—the most excellent. productions in the world. 
The kind of influence exercised by men and women is different, and 
therefore comparison is out of place. In the days of old the Maccabees 
took up the sword. to fight one of the most decisive battles of history, 
but they were inspired to the struggle by the constancy of their 
women. To-day it may rest with women to realise the Jewish ideal and 
abolish war, by inspiring their sons with a borror for it. They can change 
the face of society and the destinies of mankind, according as they train 
their sons. lor whe children are young, they are more with their mothers 
than with their fathers. It is from their mothers that they get tbeir 
language, their beliefs, their ideals, and the direction of their purpose. 
That is why, according to Jewish law, a child's religious nationality is 
reckoned by that of the mother. Itis the home influence of a people's 
mothers and sisters which makes a people what it is. Through women, in a 
large measure, as we are reminded by the traditional observance of 
Chanucah, Providerce governs the world. There is noidealtoo lofty or too 
pure for mothers to hold before their children, and there is no event too great, 
as again we are reminded by thestcry of Chanucah, to spring froma beginning 
30 small as the seeds dropped into a child's mind by the fireside. They 
need not be the seeds of war or strife. “We may hope that the world will 
not always require soldiers—-Judaism encourages us soto hope. Bult sons 
need to be trained up for another kind of warfare, so that when they go 
into the world they may be prepared, like 
THE SEVEN 

ia the Maccabean story, to battle successfully with temptation. And who 
-o fitted to equip them with this power as their own mothers? — The world 
will always have need of such mothers. And Judaism has particular need 
of them at the present time, when there is sweeping over socicly a wave of 
unrest which is manifestly destructive of Jewish ideals. Judaism does no 
necessarily exclude woman from participating in public affairs. [here are 
many Jewish public affairs in which she ought to take her part, At the 
same time, its teaching is clear and emphatic that there is no bigher sphere 
of usefulness for woman than the home which is adorned by her presence, 
* All glorious is the King’s daughter within,” The noblest conception of 
womanhood ever depicted is the old Hebrew poem of ?°7 NER, which, in 
hopour of bis wife, and in her loving presence, the Jewish husband 
recites. on Feiday evening, when he returns from the - synagogue 
to the home which she has made ready for him. ?f has 
beew variously rendered ; but it consists of three letters, which have been 
said to stand for three words—19", kindaess,” ON, religion,” and Mr ?, 
“inistruétion.” These are the three qualities and achievements which have 
rightly been attributed to the Jewish woman. She has been distinguished 
for ber kind heart, for her eagerness to help her neighbours, for her quick 
sympathy withthe poor and enthusiastic support of every cause designed 
to improve and brighten the common lot of mankind.

THE PROPOSED CONFERENCE, 
ADDRESS BY SIR LIONEL ABRAHAMS . 
|COMMUNICATED. | 

At a meeting of the Maccabeans, held on Sunday week, a resolution of the 
Committee of the Club was considered in reference to the calling together of an 
Anglo-Jewish Conference to adopt a united policy in regard to the Declaration of 
the Government concerning a Jewish Palestine, as originally suggested by- the 
Jewish CHRONICLE. Sir LIONEL ABRAHAMS, in Opening the proceedings, ia 
the course of his address said :— 

We are met to-day to discuss a resolution passed by the Commitiee on the 
subject of the Government's Deciaration. The resolution expresses approval of 
the idea thatan Anglo-Jewish Conference should be called to consider what 
measures can best be recc mmended in pursuance of the Declaration. Any opinion 
at the present stage as to who should call the Conference is advisedly omitted. 
The resolution is commended by the Committee to this general meeting, and I 
have been asked to open the discussion. I be'ieve that what I say will express 
opinions lield with practical anaaimity by the members of the Committee present 
when the resolution was passed. If I inadvertently misrepresent them, I am sure 
that I shall be corrected in a considerate spirit. 7 

You will observe that the resolution implies mainly two things: first, that the 
Government Declaration gives rise to some problems which the Jewish Com- 
munity must try to solve, secondly, that the Angla, Jewish Community ought to 
set about the work in a particular way, viz, by calling into existence an Anglo- 
Jewish Conference. There is a third implication which ought to be mentioned, 
because some of our members may have their doubts about it, viz., that the ques- 
tion of an Anglo-Jewish Conference is One on which it is appropriate that the 
Maccabeans should express an Opinion. I shall deal with these points in the order 
jo which [ have stated them. 

Tbat the Declaration raises problems with which the Anglo-Jewish Com- 
munity should deal must be apparent to everyone who has considered it with any 
care. The formula used by the Government is evidently a sketch, one might 
almost say a lightning sketch done in the fewest possible strokes; in which its 
authors evidently wished, as ofe would expect of the British Government whea 
expressing itself on so momentous a subject, to do justice to many views. They 
wished to express sympathy with the aspirations of the Zionists. They wished to 
avoid injustice in regard tO such matters as the position of the Arab popula- 


tion of Palestine and the interests of Christians and Mabommedans in 
Jerusalem, a holy place both to Christianity and to Islam. Finally they wished 


to safeguard the Jews of England, America, France, Italy, and other countries, 


who love the lands in which they now live and have the right to expect that their’ 


position ia these lands shall not-be altered for the worse. Whilé nothing can be 
clearer than the wish of the Government that no action arising out of their 
Declaration shall injure any of the diverse interests affected, nothing can be fess 


clear than the views of the Government, if they have formed any, as to the kind .

Sik,— Writing on the 24th August, under the above heading, I stated in your 
esteemed newspaper that I took Mr. Biank's letter, which appeared in your 
columns on the 10th August, as a definite declaration of the conditions for calling 
a meeting to discuss Lord Swaythling’s attitade towards the Manifesto of the la'« 
Conjoint Committee, and I then specially pointed out that in the circumstances 
the controversy as to the reluctance of his Lordship to deal with the matter ai a 
meeting of the Board of the Pederated Synagogues cou!d be regarded as ended.

Our first business is to realise how formidable those problems are. Althoup!

there is the question of the form of administration which we should like to sec. 
established in Palestine when the first steps are taken for the settlement of Jews 
To make the discussion simpler in one respect at least, we may assume (but o| 
course, it is only an assumption made in ignorance), that the predominant voice 
in deciding the form of administration will be that of the British Governomen: 
On that assumption there are many possibilities. I have heard many sugyestion: 
At the one extreme there is the idea of a Jewish administration under the British 
crown but practically responsible for the whole government of Palestine. At the 
other extreme is the idea of a British Crown Colony or Protectorate in which a: 
first, at least, the higher administration would be carried on by- British officia! 
probably not Jewish, and the chiel privilege of Jewish settlers would be a form 
of local self-government with the prospect of a wider autonomy in the course of 
time. Between these extremes, there are many intermediate possibilities. As one 
of the alternatives wil) have to be definitely chosen, to the exclusion of al! the 
Others, if the Government declaration is to bear fruit, the choice presen: 


a very great problem indeed. A second problem is that of the 
qualification which is to be recognised participation in any 
special position which Jews are to enjoy. Though the outside 


world may think that the question “ What is a Jew?’ is easily answered, we Jews 
know better. We know how hard it will be to answer the question: “‘ Who 
shall be held to be a Jew within the meaning of any constitution tha: 
may be created for Jews in Palestine / A third problem is that of the rights o! 
entry and settlement which should belong respectively (:f Palestine is to be 
attached to the British Empire) to Jews from British lands, to those from countrie: 
with which the British Empire is new in alliance, and to those with which the 
British Empire is now at war. A fourth problem is that of the relations between 
Jews in Palestine and the non-Jewish (mainly Arab) population. A fifth problem 
is that of the administration by which the special interests of Christians and 
Mabommedans in the Holy Places are to be protected. Other problems wil! 
occur toallofus. Ido not think that those which I have enumerated or those 
which 1 bave omitted are insuperable. Anyone who held that view woald not 
undertake to commend to the meeting the Committee's resolution. It seems pro 
bable thai the questions which I have mentioned can be satisfactorily solved to 
this extent, at least, that they can be settled in a way which would bring the 
prospect of substantial benefit to the Jewish race without injustice to other 
interests. 1 make no suggestion as to what the right solutions are; and in thi: 
one respect I venture to hope tbat those who speas later will follow my example 
Our business to-day is not to discuss a scheme for the future of Palestine. It is 
to consider a suggestion as to the kind of body to which the formation of a 
scheme and ihe solution of problems which any scheme must solve can bes: be 
entrusted, 

The suggestion which the meeting is asked to endorse is that it is desirable 
that a new body, viz., as Anglo-Jewish Conference, should be called into existence 
in order to do this work. 1 fancy that everyone who has thought seriously about 
the difficulties of the Palestine question and the incompleteness of the organisa 
tion of Enghsh Jews for facing difficulties will agree readily that the work would 
be better done by a new body than by any existing organisation. ©! existing 
organisations there are two which would most readily occur to our minds, viz , 
the English Zionist Federation and the Jewish Board of Deputies. It is «juite 
conceivable, though (1 believe) not probable, that the English Zionist Federation 
might claim tbat it 1s for them alone to formulate a scheme and generally to repre 
sent the Jewish Community and advise the Government in regard to Palestine. 
A strong case could be made out for this contention. It is clear from Mr. 
Balfour's letter to Lord Rothschild that Zionist representations must bave 
counted for much in inducing the Government to make their declaration. It is 
with Zionist aspirations thal Mr. Balfour expresses sympathy. He ends his letter 
by asking that the Government's Declaration be brought to the knowledge of tlie 
Zionist Federation. These facts might seem to thé Zionists to justify them io 
claiming that it would be enough that their organisation should place before the 
Government any scheme which they may have already worked out or may work ou! 
in the future, and that that should be the answer to the Government's unspoken 
invitation. Or, again, it might be urged that the natural adviser of the British 
Government in regard to apy Jewish question is the Jewish Board of Deputies, 
because its copstitution js, in theory at least, more nearly representative than 
that of any other Jewish body, There are possibly other bodies which might be 
thought to’ bave the right or duty of taking the sole or predominant part in 
advising the Government in regard to Palestine. The view expressed in the 
resolution of this afternoon is that the work of thinking out a scheme and 
placing it before. the Government would not be best entrusted to the Zions: 
Federation or the Board of Deputies or any other existing body; and | believe 
that this is the view which will commend itself to the common sense of the Jewish 
Community. In the-letter published in the JEwisu CHRONICLE, on the 26th of 
October, I ventured to say: “If allthe best ability and experience possessed by 
the Jewish Community in this country are united in the service-of future Jewis> 
interests in Palestine, they will not be more than the work demands. If oné ball 
of the Community stands out or is excluded, there will be grave danger that the 
other balf will be unequal to the responsibility which will then be on it.” J{ that 
is true, as I am confident that it is, no existing organisation is competent alone to 
devise a scheme for giving effect to the Declaration regarding Palestine. The 
Zionist Federation and the Board of Deputies represent each only a section of the 
Community, Odatside their ranks stand very many members of the Commun''y, 
with a distinguished record of communal service, and with varied gifts of character 
and intellect ; most of whom, it may be hoped, would be proud, if given the 


opportunity, to take part in discharging the duty which the Government Deciara 


tion has placed on the Jews of England. And if it is true that the best body 
‘which can be got togetherin the»Commnmnity ie’ not likely to be too good

lor the work of devising a scheme which would give effect to the 
Government Declaration and to the conditions with which it ends, then 
itis clearly desirable that Zionists and non-Zionists, Deputies and non- Deputies, 
should be set to work together at the problem. It is only a body constituted 
ad toe which could satisfy this condition. 

The scheme which such a body produced would, of couse, be neither perfect 
nor final. It would presumably have to be criticised at various stages by the 
British Government, by the Jews of other countries, and by other Governments . 
and its last state would probably be very different from its first. But whether it 
ultimately survived would, according to all reasonable probability, depend largely 
on the spirit of moderation and responsibility with which its authors had done 
their work. I believe that the advantages of an Anglo-Jewish Conterence would 
be that it would display these qualities to a greater extent than any existing 
organisation, and that its recommendations would command both within the Jewish 
Community and outside more respect than those of any other body. 

As regards the constitution of an Anglo-Jewish Conference, there are certain 
points on which I believe that there will be general agreement. A Conference 
should certainly include representatives of the Jewish Board of Deputies, the 
English Zionist Federation, and probably of some other bodies, 1: should also 
include some members chosen for their personal qualifications. Its work would 
probably be helped if, which l am afraid is not hkely, some persons not belonging 
to the Jewish Community were nominated by the Government to take part in its 
proceedings. The whole body-ought to be of a number large enough to criticise 
from many points of view any draft scheme submitted to it by its Executive, but 
not large enough to encourage rhetorical instead of argumentative discussion 
Perhaps forty or fifty would be the right number. These are comparatively simple 
points. but there is one question regarding which there will be less agreement, 
via., the question of the authority which shoald bring the Conference into the 
world by deciding what existing bodies and whaj individuals should be represented 
on it or invited to join it. I doubt whether I should do any good by saying any- 
thing now-on this subject. It is one of which the settlement will take time; but 
it ss NOt to be contemplated that the Jewish Community will fail to settle it some- 
bow. If it did, it would certainly fail in the mach more onerous duty cf devising 
a scheme to give eflect to the Government Declaration on Palestine. 

There is only one more «nestion to be dealt with, viz., whether it is within 
the proper functions of the Maccabsans to lend its influence to the idea of an 
Anglo-Jewish Conference by passing a resolution in its favour. Some of our 
members may hold that it is as unsuitable for the Maccabeans to take any part in 
the public affairs of the Community as it would be for the Atheraum Club to 
take part in politics. We need not argue against that view. Perhaps it affords a 
good working rule in ordinary times. But the Government Declaration creates a 
amique situation in our Community. It holds out an. unusval prospect of 
advantage to the Jewish race; but it may come to sothing if the Community does 
nol Organise itself to take advantage of it. The Maccabeans as a body cannot 
play any great part in creating the necessary organisation. but we can help to 
form the public opinion which will decide what the type of organisation is to be. 
If the meeting bolds that the best type is the one recommended by the resolution. 

viz , an Anglo-Jewish Conference, we ought not to be deterred by any doctrinaire 
reasons from expressing an Opinion which may help to turn public opinion in the 
nehi direction. 

Considerable discussion upon Sit Lionel Abrahams address ensued and asa 
result, the meeting approving of the Committee’s resolution, it was decided to 
refer the whole question to the Committee, with power:to act as they might deem 
desisabie.

DEMONSTRATION IN MANCHESTER. 


ENTHUSIASTIC GATHERING, 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) MANCHESTER. 


A remarkable gathering assembled at the Hippodrome on Sunday night 
last—remarkable first for the crowded condition of the building, large as ; |. 
remarkable for the number of distinguisbed non-Jews who were prominent on the 
platform and in the auditoriom; remarkable, again, for the intense enthusiasm o; 
the multitude. 

Sir STUART M. SAMUEL, who presided, bad an enthusiastic reception. He fir-; 
of all expressed his thanks to the inbabitants of Manchester for the honeur conferre,! 
upon him in asking him to act as Chairman, and then turning to the Lord Mayor 
of Manchester and the Mayor of Salford, be stated how all appreciated their 
presefice on their Sabbath to welcome the Jews, who after long centuries are 
attaining their aspirations. Looking towards the Chanucah light just kindled. 
Sir Stuart said : My Lord Mayor, this candle has been lighted in Jewish homes fox 
the last 2.000 years, and represen‘s the undying flame of hope—the characteristic 
of the Jewish people in those long years when they never lost the hope that ore day 
the divine promise might be fulfilled before theireyes. Continuing, Sir Stuart Samue) 
said that with regard to the Declaration of the Government he thought it wa: 
far easier to return Palestine to the Jews than for the Jews to return tc 
Palestine. (Laughter.) Jews to be-successful in Palestine must be united. not 
only in this country, but throughout the world should they presem a united front, 
for united they were strong. He appealed to all to sink their own views for th 
common good. The welfare of their brother-Jews must be the idea that should 
permeate them al]. Small ideas mast vanish for the welfare of the whole. After 
centuries of waiting progress must be gradual; one could not gamble when 
the fate of a people was at stake. No large influx of population must 
g° forth to Palestine till it was prepared tu receive them. Jews must 
give the same religious freedom to others as they themselves expected 
They should hold out a helping hand to other nations who had suffered ; firstly, 
to the Armenians, and to a less extent the Arabs as fellow-partners in misfortune, 
and show them that Jews desired 19 live in peace and amity with them. Let 
Jews always remember that it was due to the freedom enjoyed in this blessed 
>ountry, England, that they could thus hold out the hope of brotherhood. Living 
in Eng!and they could realise thoroughly the gift of freedom. To sympathise 
deeply one must suffer deeply. The cities of Palestine would be as cities of refuye 


tothe persecuted in God's own time and bring PR"? BYP’. (Loud applause } 


THE LORD MAYOR, 

The LorD MAYOR OF MANCHESTER, who received an ovation, said he had 
come that night to give a welcome to one of the leaders of the Jewish Community 
in England—Sir Stuart Samuel—and likewise to the other speakers on that plat. 
form. He spoke for the majority, ptrhaps the whole of his fellow-citizens, when 
he wished them God speed in their movement. He had many good friends 
among the Jews in Manchester, and looked upon them as a very valaable part of 
the city life. He had, as it were, a persona: interest in the Zionist movement, as he 
had been in Palestine and was now representedthere by a son who was in the British 
army. The world oweda great debt tothe Jews, who hadh eld up that great idea and 
been true to it through torment and torture, the idea of again acquiring the land 
of Palestine. He earnestly hoped that the idea would be realised, and it was best 
realised by winning this war—(cheers)—by destroying for ever German militarism 
and by crush ng it with ferocity. When peace at length came then the vision ot 
the prophet Isaiah wou'd be realised. Might God have mercy on Jacob and set 
Israe! in their own land, cling to the house of Jacob, and bring them to their own 
place, repair the waste cities, the desolation of many centuries! (Applause ) 

Col. Sir Mark Syxes, M.P., who was loudly cheered, said that, since Mr. 
Balfour s letter to Lord Rothschild testimony bad come from millicns of Jews a}! 
over the world that the mass of Jewry was profoundly moved. Although within 
the two thousand years past Jewry had on occasion been moved in unison, it had 
always before been on some matter of grief and never of joy. The war had been 
fruitful in negatives, but here was a great positive. For centuries there had been 
Every nation and every continent bad had :'° 
Jewish problem, oppressive laws, ghettos, pales. The realisation of the Zion st 
the 


ideal was the end of all that. Zionism would give the Jews of 
world a higher position than they had ever held before. Althoug) 
few might go to. Palestine in propartion to those who remained 


without, the latter would not suffer. No British Jew would be less British 
because he could look at the cradle of bis race with ‘pride and at the religious 
Centre of his faith with happiness and reverence. When the spiritual citizenship 
was clearly and nobly defined the civic citizenship would be higher than ever 
before. But there were practical considerations. He regardei it as vital for 
the success of the Zionist plan that it should rest upon a Jewish, Armenian, and 
Arab cntcute. The Armenian was one of an oppressed people, add uatil he 
could live his life and realise his mational aspirations the Jews could have n° 
guarantee that thetyranny which fell upon him would not fall upon them. They 
bad been told that the Turk bad tolerated the Jew. It was because in Turkev 
the Jews had not been a political element and had had no agrarian population: 
The day that Zionism was realised they were land holders, and became to the 
Turk the same as the Bulgar, the Serb, the Greek, the Armenian, the Arab. Until 
they had liberated the Armenians they could not be secure; they must have between 
themselves and their possible aggressor a stable, progressive Armenian State. 
It was the destiny of the Jews to be closely connected with the Arab revival, and 
co-operation and goodwill from the first were necessary, or ohtimate disaster 
would overtake both Jew and Arab. Therefore -he warned Jews to Jook through 
‘Arab glasses. What did the Arab fear? He feared: financial corpora'ions, 
Pivoted on Palestine, controllimg Syria-and Mesopotamia. He feared the so!! of 
Palestine would be bought by companies, and that be would become a pro'etaria! 
working on the soil. He feared the Palestinian colonists might drop their co'ones 
and drift into Syria and Mesopotamia as middiemen and crush him out of 
existence. It was essential that. Zionists should realise and face these dangers. 
The Arabs should anderstand that the Jews sougbt-no land not willing!y sold ; 
that al} land would only be developed through Jewish labour ; that the colonists 
would be bona-fide colonists, and that the Jews were out to win Palestine not by 
financial manceuvres, but by the sweat of their brow. . The co-operation of the 
two races offered such prospects to mankind; hostility would mean such a0_ 
unthinkable tragedy that he felt it his duty to give the warning. 


A TRIPLE SHRINE,

If a Jewish 
ommmonwealth in Pa'estine is to grow strong it is necessary that the whole Jewish 
people should devote all its strength to those creative tasks which Palestine will 
place before them. In striking for the realisation of our Nationa) iJea, Z-onism 
feels at one with all the small and oppressed nationalities of the world which are 
triking for their right, apd this feeling maintains in us the canviction that the 
Zionist in‘tiative generodsly supported by Great Britain will be supported also by 
all just nations. But there is no room for a Bastille in Jerusalem, we 
must mot be stabbed in the back in our deadliest hours of trial and 
on the threshold of a new future by Assimilationis's. We have kept pace with 
our immortal past. We must be true to the doctrine we have asserted and 
reasserted a thousand times. We must remain faithful to the Maccabeans and 
“the Redeemer will come to Zion.”

MR. COWEN ON POLITICAL ASPECTS OF ZIONISM. 

A lecture on “ Political Aspects of Zionism” was delivered by Mr. Joseph 
Cowen at the West London Zionist Association last Wednesday. 

Mr. ISRAEL ZANGWILL, who presided, said there could be no Jewish meet: 
ng without expressing pleasure at the capture of Jerusalem by the British troop, 
on the eve of Chanucah. He bad great pleasure in presiding at a meeting to be 
addressed by Mr. Cowen, who bad cevoted twenty years to the services Of 
Zionic«m, and to whose unselfish labours the movement owed very much. He 
(Mr. Zangwill) st} had to learn great deal about the definite 
plans of the Zionisis when they settled in’ Palestine. There still 
existed some misunderstanding about Zionism His own Zionism was based 
mainly wpon territory. He was sorry Mr. Sckolow was not present, for be 
«sould have liked to have the question thrashed out about the meaning of a 
jew sh State, because from an article be bad read from the pen of Mr. Sokolow 
it might seem that Ilerz] s criginal idea was not that cla Jewish Siate. He 
(Mr. Zangwil)) saw no reason why the Zionists should not grasp fully the 
opportunity of areal Jewish State. He desired to refute certain statements made 
JEwisn Cyronic ie by awriter who signed Diarist.”. That writer 
had é¢xtracted a phrase from a complete picinre he (Mr. Zangwill) gave of Herzl, 
and made an altogether wreng use of it. When he wrote that Herzl made capital 
out of Zion, becerta nly did not meen it in the sordid sense, but, as was quite clear 
to everyone, the nobler form. To detach asentcnce from a compete picture 
was to garble a statement. “Diarist” also gloaied over the fact that as govern- 
ments were changirg, the Declaration of the Government about a Jewis') Palestine 
mizht pot be epheld by another Government. It would, therefore, be of great 
mterest to learn of ibe reply he bad received onthe subject from Lord Lansdowne 
—who would, no doubt, be a member of an alternatrve Government—relative to 
ihe eubject. The letter read as icllows 

Dear Mr. Zanowiit,—! hasten to acknowledge receipt of your letter and 
io thank you for your kind referenc> to our correspomdence in 1903. My 
«ympathy with the Jewish cause has not diminished in the meantime, and you ar€

Mr. Josenu Cowen said that he did not agree with some olf the 
remarks of the Chairman. As to the dependence of the Zionisis on a 
Particular Government, be thought that their guarantee was that’ the 


Enghsh people were behind it, which was a surer guarantee than that of any 
frovernment. Mr. Zangwill looked upon a territory merely from a utililaria® 
point of \iew which wasrather narrow, because they had to reckon with senti- 
meat. Jt was true that the phrase ‘‘A National Home ” was rather vague, but i! 
must be recognised that for two thousand years they had had no home at all. 
They could not take chances, and from the practical point of view content 
ihemselves with the facilites held out to them. Mr. Cowen gave a vivid 
account of Herzl's gigantic work in his creation of the great organisation ; of bis 
nepotiations with Turkey ; cf the offer on the part of the British Government of 
East Africa, remarking that it was a great mistake not to have accepted that offer. 
lle dealt with the ebb of the movement on the death of Herz), the secession of 
Mr. Zanewill and others, factors which much weakened the movement 
ihe new bope of Zionism which followed on the Turkish Revolutior, a hope that 
passed quickly, for the Young Turks were found to be more difficult than Abdul 
liamid. In conclusion, Mr. Cowen said that unless the Declaration was backed 
up by deeds nothing would come of it. lor that reason be had urged the formation 
ol a jewish regiment. There were many Jews who bad no business to be at Zionist 
meetings sucb as those he saw at the demonstration in the Opera House and at 
Manchester. Where was the dignity of having others fighting for them? 
Jews are fighting.) Many Russian Jews were appealing. 
They bave a right to appeal.) Yes, a legal right, but not a moral_right 
ibey were appealing only to delay their joining the Army. It was sbamefal that 
while Scotch, Welsh, and other regiments were greeting the entrance of Genera) 
Allenby into Jerosalem, there was no Jewish Regiment. 

Several questions followed and strong exception was made evident to some 
of the concluding remarks by Mr. Cowen. 

Mr. ZANGWILL, in bis sObsequent observations, referred to the question 
ofa jewish regiment. He said that while he agreed that for the sake of con- 
venience and for the observance of their religion it would be beiter if Jews were 
put tozetber, it was not right to suggest that because Jews fought separately 
on Giflerent fronts they were not giving the same assistance. It mattered little 
ee a Jew fought in Palestine or in Flanders ; in either case he was he!ping 
the cause, 


Un the previous Wednesday Mr. Leon Simon delivered a lecture on “ The 
Revival of Hebrew.” Dr. }. Snowman, who presided, announced that the 
Associauon had decided to inangurate a Hebrew hbrary in memory of the late 
Mr. Sinson, who had recently died. 

Mr. Simon, in opening bis lecture, said it was practically necessary to deal 
with modern Hebrew literature from the point of view of the ideas expressed in 
that Janguage and not to deal with style and purely literary qualities, because in 
this country few people could understand Hebrew except superficially. To find 
the beginnings of the modern revival of Hebrew one had to go back to the middle 
of tbe eighteenth century. One of the aims of Mendelssohn and his followers 
was tc cleanse Hebrew of the alloy cf Aramaic and Syriac words derived 
from ithe Talmud and go back to the Hebrew of the Bible. Afier 
dealing with the writings of Mapu, Yebuda Leib Gordon, and others, ite 
lecturer said that ‘Hebrew, as an instrument for promoting assimilation, was a 
paradox: no soones were Jews assimilated than they discarded Hebrew. Smolenstein 
saw this and pteached the necessity of jhe “ three-fold cord,” the Jewish land, the 
yen law and the Hebrew language. After speaking of the later Hebrew writers, 

r. Simon spoke of the devotion of a few men in Palestine, which led to the revival 
of spoken Hebrew. The lecturer concluded with a plea for the increased use of 
Hebrew, especially by those who believed in the National Movement.

Ii they did so they could rest assured that thcy 
would reach their goal, for they were marching on their way.home to Palestine 
to freedom. (Great applause ) 

Mr. W. ANDERSON, M.P., who was received with prolonged cheers, sai! 
that be was glad to support the resolution. The Pritish Labour Party ha: 
already announced its altitude regarding a Jewish Palestine. There could be no 
jast and honourable Peace without a solution of the Jewish quéestior. The Jews 
had in the past been the object of persecution. In the present war the 
tragedy of the Jewish people was greater than that of any other nation, as they 
were scattered on all {ronts, and, therefore, forced to fight one another.

possib‘e a neutral Palestine—and free Jews in all other countries outside l’alcs: 
tine. (Lood cheers). 

Dr. JocurLMan said that a Jewish Palestine was quite in accordance wit! 
the principle of “no annexation,” because Turkey bad no rightful claim to that 
country.

What does Zionism signify in regard to Turkey he asked. “™ Turkey must see 
that the present Ziontst colonies are making a powertul province of Palestine, by increas 
me commerce. ‘These coloni*s can serve as a model for the Turks in their eflurts at 
reform in manufaciories, industrial enterprises, formation of compames and socral 
reforms. Dut why must we parti:_ularly interest ourselves in Zionism trom a German 
national Standpornt Major Endresasked. Because Turkey can gain econonniuc strength 
from it, and this lies mear our own hearts. The Jewish character ts evir ready to 
encourage production; and a Palestine, peopled with Jews, suppired with Capital, and 
possessing a spirit of enterprise, can be of ammensely greater va'ue to us than the 
whole of the nearer Asia. From a political point of view also, the Jewish quest:on ts 
important for us just now, when (Cereat [ritain is posing as the protector of the wv orid’s 
Zion'sm, If Turkey recains Palestine she must keep the Zionist ideata mind, At the same 
time the Zionist movement must be warned against too great impatience. The develop 
ment of our German governmental system on the lines of [freedom gives a guaranice that 
anti-Semitism will aot be a factor of our policy. And ihe factiliat we recognise the sigoili 
cance of Zionism is also a guarantee that the German policy will not forget tt when 
peace is being negotiated. - Therefore the Germ expects that his Jewish compatrrot 
will contiaue in his accustomed line of losa'ty to Germaa politics aad not let himiell be 
led away by Brituh allurements.”~+~ Central News,

It's amusing, this Carmelite epidemic of “ Bolo on the brain.” Let us add, 
however, to our infinite regret, that for many a month past tbere have been no 
Boias” in “ the Lane.” 


There has been a wholesale breaking down of barriers and class prejudices 
within the past three years, and the work of demolition is proceeding merrily. 
Had 1 been told, three years ago, that a city cvazan intended taking up bis 
‘emporary quarters in a block of model dwellings, | should certainly bave 
questioned the sanity of this spiritual shepherd. But, there you are’ Nearness 
to the synagogue, and protection from possible air raids, have influenced the 
minister in this curious choice. Years ago this temporary migration would have 
been regarded as distinctly infra dig. To-day, thg Kahal regards it as the acme 
of discretion. And yet, it seems to me, this popular chazan may be doing 
a disservice to his humble congregants. The very fact of gracing the mode} 
dwellings with his presence may conceivably send up rents with a bound. 


Sugar or meshuga ? .1 hear that East End folk are by no means enamoured 
of sugar cards. A sweet-toothed people, the problem of eking out restncted 
supplies is a galling problem indeed. If you would seek an object lesson in our 
racial impatience, spend a few minutes any day in am East End Jewish grocer's, 
and observe the proprietor's pathetic attempts to mollify bis patrons. He assures 
them that he is emphatically not a Horace Goldin ; that he has no sugar up bis 
sleeve, and that, so far as he can see, munition-making is immeasorably more 
profitable than grocering in 1917. “Not an ounce in the place, my dear,” he 
says to customer number one. And, with Acr departure, customer number two 
gets balf a pound. 


One of these days I hope to get over to Stepney's Communal Kitchen, a 
venture that in course of time should prove to be a decided success. Its pro- 
moters appear to have been by no means unmindful of our rooted objection to 
co-operation in its many guises, as to anything bearing the least suggestion of 
cbarity taint. There isa certain amount of satisfaction in the knowledge ibat the 
cobject of the Jewish Communal Kitchen, so persistently advocated in this 
column, is now brought within the realm of practical politics. But the com- 
munity surely will not remain content with a single kitchen, What of the needs 
of our people “up North”? And do the synagogues intend to lend a band, or 
are they destined to remain, in spite of the new circumstances created by the war, 
just the “ marriage and burial clubs” of halcyon days ? 


After three years of war, it is ga'lng to find little evidence of a lessening in 
that smug self-content, so characteristic of the majority of our spritua) leaders in 
ihe past. Apart from our Jewish Chaplains, the ministers who bave jerked them. 
selves out of the rut of purely routine duties are lamentably few. The other
